The.Story to.be Taken With a 


Little Salt. 


It is said that Mr. C..B. Pitzer, the 


genial dairyman, very nearly lost his 
life in the.'iwlds'of-'a Canadian forest. 
He with his.wife and several friends, 
was attending the Buffalo'exposition 
and as the gates .of the' exposition:%er;e, 
closed Thursday, the day of the Presi- 
dent's funeral, they concluded.to vis- 
it Toronto, take a ride on tne belt line 
around the city, and see all they could 
•in the limited time allowed. 
They 


madev th'is trip and back to Buffalo 
without accident,, but the following 
Saturday the party concluded to tako- 
the" famous International belt line, a 
distance of 75 miles round trip. They 
boarded a steamer at the foot of-Fer- 
ry street,, and - proceeded 
18 miles 


down the Niagara river 'to Slatus 
Point, near the Weland canal, took'a 
trolley car, crossed over the canal-to 
the Canadian side and down the river 
to the rapids and Dufferin 
islands, 


where the party landed, • and right 
here be it recorded, is where the ad- 
venture occurred. 


After taking a view of the rapids at 


this point Mr. Pitzer left the party and 
started to explore a dense forest on 
the hill side. -In a few minutes .the 
party was startled by terrible outcries 
for help and Mr. Pitzer.came running 
from the thicket, his eyes distended, 
hat gone .-and' hair standing straight 
up. A pi'ece was torn' from his trous- 
ers about the, size and shape of' the j 
Dominion flag. The party mended the 
rent in his garment as best they could, 
and by that .time Mr. Pitzer had re- 
gained his breath sufficiently to _re- j 
late what had occurred. After telling-} 
the circumstances all" he would sayji 
the remainder of the day was, "It was 
was a bear. A big black bear." The 
party tried to pacify him, telling him 
"this is Victoria's park, no wild ani- 
mals here." 
But nothing would do. 


The party .hurried him to a car and 
proceeded a few miles down to Table 
Rick and Horse Shoe Falls. The par- 
ty led him to these falls let him peer 
over the railing. Again he took fright 
and as a trolley car was passing every > 
five minutes the party hurried him to 
the car. "'The bear, the bear," he said 
he saw it wallowing in the river just 
below the falls. "No ,no" the party in- j 
formed him, "that was just a little' 
steamer called the Maid of the Mist.'''

Gompers and Mitchell Issue av 


Challenge to Shaffer. 


LATTER MUST PROVE HIS CHARGES. 


Committee of Ltabor Leaders Wanted 


to Investigate the Part Played In 
the Steel Strike by the Heads of 
the Federation of Labor and the 
United aiiue Workers. 
New York, Sept. 26. — Theodore J. 


Shaffer, president of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Iron, Steel and 
Tin Workers, has been called upon to 
prove the statements he recently 
made against Samuel Gompers, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, and John Mitchell, president of 
the United Mme Workers of America. 
Gompers and -Mitchell are out in an 
open letter, in which they say: 


"There was sent out an-1 yublishoc1 


in the papers a statement prrporting 
to emanate from you, in which giave 
charges and insinuations are made by 
you against the undersigned. Inas 
much as the accounts published differ 
in phraseology, but in all essentials 
agree, there is no doubt in our minds 
that the matter emanates from you. 
Having due regard for our duty to- 
ward the labor movement and the in- 
terests committed to our care, we 
have no desire to enter into a contro- 
versy through the newspapers. 
But 


repeating that we believe it necessary 
that your charges and insinuations 
should be substantiated or refuted, we 
submit the following propositon to 
you: 


"First, that a committee of three 


shall meet either in Pittsburg, "Wash- 
ington or^the city of New York, for 
the purpose of hearing and determin- 
ing the charges and insinuations you 
have made against us. Second, that 
if the committee finds us guilty of 
your charges and insinuations we will 
resign from the presidency of the 
American Federation of Labor and 
presidency of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America. Third, that the com- 
mittee shall consist of three members 
of organized labor to be selected by 
you. 


"We can not imagine that you 


would make grave accusations against 
us without premeditation as to then 
consequences; 
we therefore insist 


that in common justice to us and wuh 
due regard to the interests which bo'h 
you and we represent, you will advise 
us, within three days, of your accept- 
ance of our proposition." 


Another Strike Probable. 


Chicago, Sept. 26.—Another strike 


of steel workers that may extend to 
the South Chicago plant of the Illinois 
Steel company is a probability. With- 
in four days of the settlement of the 
Amalgamated Association strike the 
Bay View steel workers have declared 
their intention of again abandoning 
work because of a radical reduction of 
their wages by the company. On Mon- 
day the rollers were informed that 
the 
tonnage rates on which they 


worked had been reduced materially, 
in some cases being cut from §1.25 
to 40 cents. The rollers are members 
of the Amalgamated body, and W. C. 
Davis, vice president of the district, 
was sent for to demand the restora- 
tion of the scale-.
